STATE MISSIONS 

The report om State Missions was presented and read by Rev. J. 
J. Hedgepeth. Alfter being discussed by Rev. J. J. Hedgepeth and 
Rev. Owen Williams, was adopted as follows: 

The mission work within the state has made good progress dur- 
ing the year. While the financial conditions have not been as good 
as last year, yet the pastors and churches and all the. working forces 
of the denomination in the state have rendered splendid service and 
the various causes have made great strides forward. We have no 
report of importance apart from the 75 Million Campaign; for from 
this Campaign have come the funds by which every phase of State 
Missions has been supported since 1919. 

1. We call special attention to the Re-enforcement Campaign 
which will be put on in all of the associations this fall, when an 
effort will be made: (1) to enlist all members who did not subscribe 
to the 75 Million Campaign at the beginning and all new members 
who have since come into our church; (2) to collect all pledges due 
and to solicit cash contributions from all who have made no pledges; 
(3) to enroll as many tithers as possible in all our churches. 

2. We present the following facts concerning the progress of the 
75 Million Campaign up to May 1, 1922: Amount pledged by Missis- 
sippi $4,209,585. Amount paid first year $862,196, second year $535,- 
_ 273, third year $427,182; total $1,824,651. Amount paid by all of the 

South, $35,164,309. ; 

We would urge that contributions to this fund be made regularly 
by all the churches and tbat the treasurers forward the amounts 
monthly to Dr. R. B. Gunter, Jackson, Miss.

C. E. Lee. 

After being discussed by Rev. B. E. Philips was adopted as 
follows:

They very largely finance the whole of the kingdom 
work. They, moreover, aid to an appreciative degree in the growth 
and development of the kingdom of God in a spiritual way. They 
are fast coming to recognize the value of trained leadership for effi- 
ciency in the work. Certainly, we can not afford to overlook the im- 
portance of the laymen’s work in the church of Jesus Christ our Lord.

PUBLICATIONS 


The report on Publications was read by J. I. Breland for J. M. 
Armstrong. After being discussed by Rev. D. W. Bishop, Rev. C. E. 
Bass, Rev. J. M. Richie, was adopted as follows: 


There is nothing that can equal the press for transmitting truth 
and knowledge, and when we adhere to the statement we must not 
forget that the press transmits evil as well as good; therefore we 
should be very careful what we read and the kind of literature we 
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have come into our homes; so if we are wise we must be able to 
distinguish the good from the bad, adhering to one and discarding 
the other. 

If we are to be good and useful citizens it is very necessary that 
we kéep posted with the daily news of times, but to be useful, in the 
true sense of the word, we must read other things and read stronger 
and more lasting literature, for we must know the Bible to be good 
Christians, for it is the Word of God and is intended to direct all men 
at all times, for all State and National Law should and is to a great 
extent based on the Bible. 

But if we are to be intelligent and useful as a denomination we 
must study Baptist literature and keep abreast with Baptist progress. 
We have selected and placed men in charge of our affairs, who have 
been approved, with zeal and intellect, who are the watchmen on the 
wall, whose duty it is to inform us of our doings and acts, and of our 
needs and conditions, and this is done through our periodicals. 

The Baptist Record, published at Jackson, Miss., ‘is our. chief 
source of communication, by which we may know the condition of our 
state and other work. 

The Orphanage Gem tells us all about the working of the Orphans 
Home in Jackson, and what is being done for our helpless little ones. 

The Home and Foreign Mission Field tells us of our intentions 
and work and operations beyond the seas. 

The Sunday School Literature published by our Publishing House 
at Nashville, Tenn., not only gives our children a proper conception 
of God and God’s work but is a great strength to all of us. 

Then we must make a wider reading and make oufselves ac- 
quainted with the work of others if we are to be worth the most and do 
the most.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS 


The report on Home Missions was presented by Rev. B. E. Philips. 
After being discussed by Rev. B. E. Philips and Rev. J. P. Hemby 
was adopted as follows: 


The territory of our Home Mission work includes all the States 
in the Southern Baptist Convention, also Cuba and Panama. The 
work consists of Co-operative Missions, Enlistment, Evangelism, 
Mountain Schools, work with Foreigners, Indians, Negroes, Soldiers 
and Seamen, Church Extension, and Southern Baptist Sanitorium. 

This past year 1,188 missionaries were employed, who supplied 
3,131 churches and missions. As a result of their labors there were 
83,994 additions to the churches, 305 churches were organized, 786 
Sunday Schools were organized, 456 churches were assisted in building 
and repairing houses of worship. 

At the beginning of the 75 Million-Campaign the Home Mission 
work was greatly enlarged, and because of a very heavy decrease in 
cash receipts during the past year a heavy indebtedness was incurred. 
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But by retrenchment in the work this indebtedness is being gradually 
reduced. 

The Lord has very graciously blessed this phase of our Mission 
work. For this we should be very thankful and go forward in the 
work.

FOREIGN MISSIONS 


The report on Foreign Missions was read by Rev. C. H. Mize. 
Discussed by Rev. C. H. Mize and adopted as follows: 


Your committee reports 208 new missionaries since the Seventy- 
five Million Campaign was put on. Increase of native workers from 
771 to 1,170; organization of 117 new churches; 21,723 baptisms; 211 
new Sunday Schools with a gain of 17,576 pupils; native contributions 
of $1,003,390.68; 529,642 treatments by medical missionaries. 

Many new church houses have been erected, and much valuable 
land acquired for missionary operations. 

There are now 622 churches in the foreign fields, with a member- 
ship of 64,251. There are 206 of these self-supporting and 375 of 
them own their own house of worship. 

They gave an average of $7.24 per member last year. 

Had we, 180,000 strong in Mississippi given $7.24 per member 
we would have given $1,339,400.00 this year. As it is we have given, 
in the last three years $1,322,150.39. Of this amount, $337,159.06 was 
for Foreign Missions, which amount is only 60 2-3 cents per member 
for the State of Mississippi per year. . 

There are in the foreign fields 694 schools, with an enrollment of 
26,507. There are 971 Sunday Schools, with an enrollment of 53,691. 
There were 7,891 baptisms during the past year, which is nearly 1,000 
more than the year previous. 

Contributions to Foreign Missions were sadly reduced last year. 
The year before Southern Baptists gave to Foreign Missions $2,498,381, 
while last year we gave only $1,755,678, thereby making a drop of 

742,703. 


To maintain and advance what we have so nobly begun is our sol-' 


emn obligation. What are we to do, go backward or forward? 

Unparalleled opportunities face a people with unmatched doc- 
trines and resources. 

Your committee would recommend that we put forth every effort 
within us to meet our pledges to the 75 Million Campaign.

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CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
The report on Christian Education was read by Rev. C. E. Bass 


. for T. C. McCullough. Discussed by Rev. C. E. Bass and Rev. D. W. 


Bishop and adopted as follows: 


The development of an appreciation of the noblest things of life 
is the highest type of education. The school which is able to train, 
students to think in harmony with the Divine mind, provides for the 
next generation men and women destined to be leaders in every field 
of noble thought. 

Schools with such an aim have wisely been established by the 
Baptists of Missisippi. All parents, who have children to send to . 
school, would do well to consider this when selecting a place for the ‘ 
lives of their children to be molded. 


I—Mississippi College 


Last session 372 students were enrolled here; 45 graduated. There 
were 19 teachers. 350 studied Bible. There were 82 ministerial stu- 
dents. 125 Sunday School Diplomas were awarded. 350 additional 
rewards were made. 

The needs of this institution are two: First, a fuller appreciation 
of the people of what this institution has meant and will continue to 
mean to the strength of our denomination; second, a more adequate 
endowment that sufficient salaries may be paid instructors, and care 
of property and comforts of students. 

The present session opened under promising conditions and the 
outlook for the year is bright. Practically all space is now taken. 

The new church building will soon be completed and will add much 
to the development of Christian leaders from the institution. 


II.—Blue Mountain 


The campus contains 33 acres of ground; it is well watered by 
springs and a mineral well. There is an abundance of shade and 
grassy lawns. Rising from this campus are 9 buildings specially 
fitted for the college. These are all well lighted and heated and are 
arranged with an eye to beauty as well as to safety and convenience. 
Many broad verandas are found here. Health, comfort and every- 
thing else conducive to the best interests of student has been con- 
sidered in selecting campus and fitting up’ same. 

However important all this may be, the things this’ institution 
stands for are more so. Loving care, thorough training, purifying 
influences, ennobling spirit, a fine morale, and the development of 
systematic, industrious, unselfish, cultured habits, these are the main 
things. L 

Last session we enrolled 286 students and graduated all told 27. 

A summer term of 10 weeks is being put on to enable students to 
round out work. In three summers a whole year’s work can be made 
up. First summer term was held this year.

IIL—Mississippi Woman's College 


The campus contains 50 acres, enclosed by iron fence. It is 
adorned with shade trees, shrubbery and flowers. Also a truck patch. 

On this campus stands 8 college buildings. Five of them are 
brick and three are frame. All these have been built with a view to 
convenience, comfort and safety to students. 

Board on the co-operative plan in one of the buildings costs only 

$14 per month. 
/ Last year we enrolled about 500 students. We have a faculty of 
30 specialists. We granted to Bible and Sunday School departments 
last session 625 Seals and Diplomas. We have twice led the schools 
of the Southern Baptist Convention in this and believe we shall do 
so again this year. 

While we try with such amusements and exercises as the Covered 
Swimming Pool and Gymnasium to develop strong bodies, our chief 
aim is the development of mind and life of students. 

Our greatest need is an endowment sufficient to permit us to 
take rank among the highest colleges. 


All places were taken for this session on August 15. 
1V.—Clarke Memorial College 


Great improvement has been made on our buildings and equip- 
ment. We can care for from 150 to 200 besides the married students 
and town students. 


Last year we enrolled 123—65 college students and 58 high school 
students. Most of the high school students took some college work. 
We had 87 preachers. We graduated 16. High school is now on the 
list of aecredited high schools of the state. On the literary faculty 
we have one woman and five men. All these instructors hold degrees 
from some institution. 

We expect to put in six full days work this session, thus enabling 
our students to make a unit more work than ordinarily. This will 
work quite a saving to the student. 


We have very few “jobs” to aid students through school. A 
great many students have been referred to us as a school where it 
is easy to work the way through. We need funds that we may be 
able to reduce our charges and thus help those boys and girls of lim- 
ited means. ‘ 


SOUTHWIDE INSTITUTIONS 
I.—Southern Baptist Theological Seminary 


Last session the enrollment was 416 men, 269 women, total 685. 
410 were ministerial students. Twenty-two of these were from Mis- 
sissippi. Ten of this number received aid from the loan fund. 

Outlook for this coming session is bright. We shall take care of 


all students who come. We invite correspondence with all young 
ministers who would pursue theological studies. 
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II.—Baptist Bible Institute 


Enrollment last session 222, representing 19 states, and 5 foreign 
countries. Of these 97 were women. We also had 29 students from 
10 different states in the Mid-winter term of 4 weeks. 

We need at once homes for 2 teachers and largely increased ac- 
commodations for students’ families. 


I1I.—Southwestern Baptist Theological Seminary 


Enrollment last year 406 men, 390 women. In correspondence 
department we enrolled 924, Faculty consists of 11 full professors, 
21 full time teachers, 6 assistants. All Baptists. Last year the cost 
to give free tuition to students was $130,212. Seminary is now or- 
ganized into 8 departments. Aim in these departments is to prepare 
kingdom workers of all kinds for all phases of our denominational 
activity. 


IV.—Ministerial Education 


There were 1}9 ministerial students in Mississippi and Clarke 
Colleges last year. Two thirds of these received help from the Board 
of Ministerial Education. About half these students could not have 
remained in school without this assistance. There were applications 
for about twice as much as was received for ministerial education. 
Funds are inadequate for the number of ministerial students entering 
our colleges. There ought to be several cottages at both Clinton and 
Néwton for the use of ministerial students and their families that 
each one might be as near self-sustaining as possible. The need next 
year for current expenses alone is $12;000.00. 

To summarize: Last year in our denominational schools we en- 
rolled 1,281 students. These men and women properly trained in 
Christian education will make a mighty force for Baptists of Missis- 
sippi. Let us pray that our colleges shall be able to fulfill their 
missions. ‘

of our work shall be discussed. This Board shall report its work to 
the Association.

CHURCH DISCIPLINE 


The report on Church Discipline was read by W. R.Gibson. Dis- 
cussed by C. C. Boyd, Rev. C. E. Dunnaway, J. N. Boyd, Rev. J. J. 
Hedgpeth, O. D. Newman, Rev. C. C. Chapman, Rev. C, E. Bass, and 
was adopted as follows: 


From the early history of the Baptist Church, till only a few 
years past, church discipline was taught and practiced, It was found 
that only a very short time after the church was organized some 
members were found walking disorderly and the Apostles instructions 
were to withdraw from all such; but we have reached the period 
when church discipline has become so unpopular that it is seldom 
practiced at all. Your committee believes that the Baptist Church 
is of Divine origin, that the Bible so teaches, and therefore it is the 
greatest institution that has ever existed on earth. It meant so much 
and its power is so wonderful that Jesus said the gates of Hell shall 
not prevail against it. This being true, we cannot be true to the 
Church when we neglect or refuse to deal with members when found 
to be living in disobedience to the Divine command, and in violation 
of the rules of the church. 

Your committee believes that our churches should use every means 
possible to train and develop its members for the greatest sphere of 
usefulness. Young members should be taught to abstain from all 
things that would cause them to be brought under the censure of the 


Church, and if we have those in our Church that will not abstain from: 


sinful practices, then. we should withdraw fellowship from all such. 
Brethren, let us be faithful to our trust, that when our Saviour 
returns he may find His house well kept, and receive to Himself His 


bride without spot or blemish.

The Clerk was authorized to condense the reports on Orphanage, 
Hospital and Ministerial Relief, as sent out by the Convention Board 
and have same printed in the minutes. 


STATE SOCIAL SERVICE INSTITUTIONS 
1. Mississippi Baptist Orphanage, J. R. Carter, Supt. 


The Baptist Orphanage, which was established twenty-five years 
ago, has cared for more than one thousand children, many of whom 
are now filling positions of usefulness in our state and other states. 
We have now in the Home one hundred and eighty children, all of 
whom are in good health, and are being trained in many of the arts 
and avocations preparatory to a useful life; special attention being 
given to their mental, moral and religious trining. 

This Home is supported entirely by voluntary contributions. Our 
people have been loyal in their support of our orphan children in the 
years past. They are now receiving their support through the 75 
Million fund, their pro rata of which is just sufficient to meet their 
actual expenses if all pledges are paid. We urge our churches and 
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Sunday Schools to pay up their pledges to the 75 Million Campaign 
so that our children may have their living. We would also urge that 
our people continue théir donations of clothing, dry goods, groceries, 
and supplies of all kinds, which help very materially in their support. 
We would also urge that our churches and people generally join with 
the forces that are now seeking to improve the sanitary, health and 
moral conditions throughout our state, and in so doing prevent the 
necessity of breaking up many homes, and separating children from : 
their mothers. ' 


2. Mississippi Baptist Hospital, R. S. Curry, Supt. 


In 1910 the Baptist Hospital began operations in an old wooden 
structure with less than ten beds. In 1912 by heroic effort the Board 
of Trustees erected a brick structure with thirty-five beds—they found 
that this was not a sufficient number of beds to meet the growing 
demands. In 1921 the present magnificent building was completed, 
giving us about seventy-five beds, and with three side closed porches 
and two on the front at least fifty more patients could be cared for 
in an emergency. The hospital is enjoying a larger patronage than 
ever before and its popularity is increasing in proportion to the num- 
ber of patients cared for. 

The Hospital has an up-to-date X-ray outfit, a well equipped 
Laboratory and a complete Maternity Department, which would do 
credit to a large city hospital. 

All reputable physicians and surgeons are allowed and invited to 
bring their patients to the Baptist Hospital. We have one of the best 
Nurses Training Schools in the state, with twenty-two student nurses 
now in training. Young ladies from nineteen to thirty years of age 
with high school education and of good moral character are invited 
to write us if they desire he train for a splendid profession which 
affords a large field of service. 

Our surgical and medical staff is composed of the best men of 
the profession. 

The Hospital is under obligation to the W. M. U’s. and other 
church and Sunday School organizations for the splendid boxes of 
useful linen, such as sheets, pillow cases, towels, etc., sent us in the 
past, and it is hoped that this will contniue. 

The Hospital is doing a large amount of charity work; but we 
must ask our friends to always communicate with the Superintendent 
before sending charity patients, as the number of charity patients 
cared for must necessarily be in proportion to the pay patients in the 
hospital. The Baptist Hospital is not a money making institution, 
but our purpose is to use every dollar we take in from pay patients, 
above expenses, for those who are not able to pay for hospital care. 
So by this plan the money of the pay patient above the amount needed 
to maintain the hospital goes toward caring for the poor sick who 
cannot care for themselves. As far as we know the Baptist Hospital 
is the only hospital in the state, except the Methodist Hospital at Hat- 
teen which does this. 
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SOUTH-WIDE SOCIAL SERVICE INSTITUTIONS 
The Relief and Annuity Board, Wm. Lunsford, Cor. Sec’y 


The Relief and Annuity Board was chartered in September, 1918, 
in Dallas, Texas, by order of the Southern Baptist Convention. It 
has, therefore, seen three and one half years of actual service. " 

It has invested assets today of $419,027.25 in, the Relief Depart- 
ment and $730,061.27 in the Annuity Department, making a total as- 
sets of $1,149,088.52. 

The Board has gathered and invested for the two Departments in 
the form of endowment and reserve, at the rate of $383,029.50 per 
year. In addition thereto, it has paid to its old and retired preachers 
$300,173.31, or at the rate of $100,057.77 as an average per year for 
the past three years. The Board paid out during the past year to her 
relief beneficiaries the sum of $128,966.89, which is $10,000.00 in ex- 
cess of what they paid them the previous year. 

In a little while after the beginning of this convention year, be- 
cause of the financial stress and the great decline in collections, the 
Board saw that retrenchment was unavoidable; but, in so doing, 
observed the policy of not taking pensioners from the list who should 
properly be on the Board, but so used their money as to give to each 
worthy one at least a part. No fairer or more equitable way of dsi- 
tributing the relief money could have been followed. The only chance 
to increase the aid of these old soldiers of the cross is for our people 
to pay their pledges to the 75 Million Campaign. 

The Board has now a beneficiary. list of between eight and nine 
hundred. Others are being added from month to month. While the 
Board has made great strides since its organization in giving aid and 
comfort to the disabled and retired ministers, still the need is very 
great. May the Lord lead His people, through earnest prayer and 
faithful giving, to magnify the work of this Board. 


The following resolution by Rev. C. E. Dunnaway was adopted: 

Be it resolved that this Association hereby thanks the members 
of Jayess Baptist Church and the people of the community for their 
kindness and hospitality during our stay with them.

B. Y. P. U. WORK 


The report on B. Y. P. U. Work was read by O. D. Newman. 
Discussed by O. D. Newman, W. R. Gibson, and adopted as follows: 
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The Baptist Young People’s Union has seen marvelous growth 
during the year. Secretary Auber J. Wilds snds a splendid report, 
from which these facts are taken: 

Last year 500 unions were reported. One hundred have been 
added in the year, making 600 unions now in the state. Twenty of 
these are one hundred per cent in daily Bible reading. Thirty-six 
unions report every member giving systematically and regularly to 
the church and to the causes fostered by the church. Last year thirty- 
five unions reported A-1 standard, and this year forty other unions 
join them, making seventy-five A-l unions in the state. Three thou- 
sand diplomas and seals have been awarded to those who stood suc- 
cessful examinations on B. Y. P. U. books. There are fifteen unions 
in our colleges, one in‘Clarke, three in Blue Mountain, four in Missis- 
sippi College and seven in the Woman’s College. 

Four banners were awarded at the state convention at Meridian 
to unions making highest grades along’ ceratin prescribed lines. The 
Senior Banner went to the Baptist Orphanage Senior Union, the 
Junior Banner to the First Laurel Juniors, the “Other Work” Banner 
to the Columbia Intermediates, and the College Banner to the Woman’s 
College. An Intermediate Banner will be given next year, and also a 
banner to the church reporting the highest percentage based on the 
“Nine Points of Efficiency” recently published. 

There is now literature published by; the Sunday School Board 
for three grades in B. Y. P. U. work, instead of two grades as hereto- 
fore. Now we have Juniors 9-12, Intermediates 13-16, and Seniors 
from 17 up. It is recommended that each church shall have a B. Y. P. 
U. Director who shall have supervision over the entire B. Y. P. U. 
work of the church, after the same manner as we now have a superin- 
tendent of the Sunday School.
